Iioes farming pay will not btftbl suh- 
Jftftl of Um»v pa|^r>; hut our object i« to 
stimulate the fanner to a higher eon- 
eeptioii of Ids profession ami make him 
prodmv more with Iftftl worry— If not 
IftllOr. Tbi ohjeet of cultivating the 
soil is to rai*e a ftfOp of plants, to meet 
tin- ever reeurriug wants of the human 
family. In order to cultivate with 
economy we must raise the ftftftl qual- 
ity ami largest |K>ssihle ipiautity with 
the least |M>ssih|e eX|K'i»He without in- 
jury to the soil. 

Itefore this can Is- done we must study 
UM nature ami character of plants, 
learn their ftuMpOftUttfi as far as itt^i- 
hie. Tliey are not created hy some 
mysterious power, nor hy aeeident, hut 
hy fixed laws of nature, and out of 
matters already in existence. Circula- 
tion, like that in animal life, is always 
going on hi vegetable life. They take

When it is borne iu 
mind that we have fallen upon timet* 
when all organisations, whether gov- 
ernmental, poUtlOftl or eivil, are con- 
sidered from a nionied pfthri of view, it 
is not Htrange that the same spirit has 
permeattsl the eommmi schoid system. 
The alfsorbiug and all ImpOttMf ipies- 
tion is, not what course will yield the 
greater per cent, of profit, but how can 
I make money out of it. It, therefore, 
Miooves the ptftptt) the laUirlntf t lio*s 
of the eomnumity for whose s|H-ciul 
ls?nelU the fret* aehool system w:u* 
or^aiiizeil, to see to it that they are ftf* 
reseuttnl hy Hftftft of stern integrity in 
whom they may confidently place the 
watchful care and guardianship of this 
the greatest of all Ihmmis, education. 

I will now mention an abuse of the 
common school system that has not 
been alluded to. It is the praetiee of 
us jug a part of the eoinuioii aehool fund 
for what is termed high schiNilpuriMHes, 
intended to coufer a hlglmr degree of 
seholarship upon the student than was 
contemplated in the organization of the 
common scluxil system. The two 
schools are utaially bleudetl, making 
them necessarily moreex|H-nsive, tln re- 
l.y ilctracting the iK-nellts from the very 
ehwH for whicli they were intended, the 
]-">i. ami conferring them upon a eJftM 
that are at least able, il not willing, to 
educate theiuselves,|M-rverting the com- 
mon sclnsd fund from the very ohjeet 
ami intent of Its creation. It was in- 
tended to lieslow a gissl ftfMtttftftl tslu- 
i-ation U|»on those whose parents are 
not able to do so; licyoml this it should 
not go. Just what it takes to constitute 
a good Ulsines-s edueallou is somewhat 
dilllcult to decide. It is u-ually IftfMftd 
a good Knglish edueation. hut just 
where the line of denial kal ion should 
Ik* drawn, I will not undertake to define. 
The modern praetiee of establishing and 
sustaining high schools hy taxation is 
wrong in principle ami therefore wrong 
iu theory ami praetiee. It enables a few 
ostentatious, self-interested parties to 
arrogate to themselves the high pn ioga- j 
tlvc, under the semblance of legality of 
QOtifft, of ImpWiftg heavy taxes ujhiii 
an unwilling people, who, in very 
many instances, get nothing iu return. 
It Is done by the vote of the people, it 1* 
true, tOftfttllflMI by a hare majoiity ob- 
tained at the exiM'iise of a decent and 
fair election; it is iievetlheleM a depart- 
ure from that high minded, honorable 
and llbftTftl |irinciple that ■OftYM l<» take 
somethiug for nothing, or iu other 
words to force from your neigh!»or what 
rightfully belong*, to him; appropriate 
it to your own use and give him noth- 
ing in return. Nivcusary taxation, 
where it ftftftfi alike ftpOft all and the 
lienellts accrue to all, Is just and pro|s r 
and iu pftrfM accord with our repuhli- 
can institutions, i'axalion that Uuirs 
alike ftps* all, henelits only a pail, and 
expanses tbi' other ;>ait witiiotit rciuu- 
m ration, is, to say the least of it, arbi- 
trary and unjust, and should lie discard- 
ed by all liU ral and right minded men.
